He may be questioned 
by any of the trial judges and 
sentence 1s then pronounced by the 
Chief Justice after due deliberation 
with the rest of the judges.

_ One often hears someone say that Tech 
is so large, that by the end of the day 
after eight periods of changing rooms he 
is tired out from walking.

In case of a fire, Tech is superbly — 
equipped td combat the menace without _ 
immediate assistance from the Fire De- 
partment, thus saving valuable time and 
money. Should an emergency arise, there 
are numerous alarm boxes situated around 
the school, with fire extinguishers placed 
nearby. If an alarm is sent in, a gong in 
the custodian’s offices starts ringing and 
the call is recorded on a special ticker-— 
tape. There are 81 stand-pipes in the 
building and any number of them can be 
mobilized to fight fire at the same time. 
In addition, the school is equipped with a 
sprinkler system in all shops, storerooms, 
and in the auditorium.

The auditorium is fifty-eight feet high 
and has a seating capacity of 3,012, which 
is by far the largest of any city high 
school and most local] theaters.

Beggs of the Westinghouse Electric Co., displayed to the assemblies of 
October 15 and 16 the outstanding developments of the Lighting Indus- 


try during the war.

Illustrating some of the devices in 
which floorescent materials were em- 
ployed during the war were a fluor- 
escent mat, phosphorescent tape used 
to mark gangways on ships, and 
luminescent chalk.

before in commercial and residential 
lighting fixtures.
